The  value  of  minerals  reported  produced  in  Illinois  during  1966  was 
644  million  dollars.   This  amount,  the  highest  annual  value  ever  recorded  for 
mineral  production  in  Illinois,  exceeded  the  previous  record  high  of  631  million 
set  in  1962  by  13  million  and  the  1965  total  by  more  than  25  million  dollars. 
Illinois  minerals  showing  increases  in  value  over  1965  totals  were  coal,  common 
sand  and  gravel,  silica  sand,  and  fluorspar.   Clay  products  also  showed  an  in- 
crease in  value  over  the  1965  total.   Other  minerals  produced  in  Illinois  gener- 
ally recorded  slight  declines  in  value  for  1966  compared  to  1965  amounts. 

Annual  increases  in  the  production  of  coal  from  Illinois  mines  for 
the  past  several  years  has  been  the  principal  factor  in  maintaining  the  recent 
high  mineral  production  total  values  for  Illinois.   In  1962  Illinois  mines  pro- 
duced 48.3  million  tons  of  coal:  in  1963—51.6  million  tons;  1964—54.8  mil- 
lion tons;  1965—58.2  million  tons;  and  in  1966—63.2  million  tons.   In  1966 
the  value  of  coal  produced  amounted  to  243.3  million  dollars,  or  about  37.8 
percent  of  the  value  of  all  minerals,  and  was  the  largest  single  item  among  the 
values  of  all  Illinois  mineral  products. 

Production  of  crude  oil  in  Illinois  for  1966  was  almost  62  million 
barrels,  a  decline  of  about  1.7  million  barrels  from  the  63.7  million  barrels 
produced  in  1965.   The  value  of  crude  oil  produced  during  1966  amounted  to  about 
185.9  million  dollars,  the  second  largest  single  total  among  the  values  of  all 
minerals  produced.   The  value  of  oil,  with  the  value  of  a  small  amount  of  natural 
gas,  furnished  about  29.0  percent  of  the  1966  state  total  mineral  value.   The 
combined  value  of  fuels — coal  and  oil — was  66.8  percent  of  the  value  of  all  1966 
mineral  production. 

Stone  products  produced  in  Illinois  during  1966  include  crushed  stone, 
cement,  and  lime.   The  combined  total  value  of  these  commodities  places  them  as 
the  second  most  important  group  of  materials  produced  in  Illinois, after  the  fuels, 
in  value.   Although  the  value  of  each  of  the  three  stone  products  was  slightly 
less  than  the  corresponding  values  for  1965,  as  a  group   they  contributed  about 
16.0  percent  of  the  state  total  mineral  value  in  1966. 

Illinois  clay  products — face  brick  and  common  brick,  structural  tile, 
drain  and  sewer  tile,  refractories,  and  pottery  and  whiteware — had  a  reported 
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value  of  54.9  million  dollars  in  1966.   The  1966  value  of  clay  products  was  8.5 
percent  of  the  state's  over-all  mineral  value. 

Common  sand  and  gravel  produced  in  Illinois  during  1966  showed  some 
increase  in  tonnage  and  in  total  value  over  the  1965  corresponding  amounts.  The 
combined  total  value  of  these  commodities  amounted  to  about  29.4  million  dollars, 
Common  sand  and  gravel  are  used  extensively  in  Illinois  for  various  building  and 
construction  purposes.   The  total  value  of  silica  sand  produced  in  1966,  amount- 
ing to  13.1  million  dollars,  was  about  1.1  million  dollars  more  than  the  1965 
value  for  this  commodity.   In  1966  only  very  small  amounts  of  natural  bonded 
molding  sand  were  produced.   The  total  value  of  all  sands  and  gravel  produced  in 
1966  furnished  about  6.7  percent  of  the  total  Illinois  mineral  product  value. 

The  combined  values  of  fluorspar,  lead,  and  zinc  produced  from 
Illinois  mines  in  1966  was  about  13.1  million  dollars.   This  total  was  about  one 
million  dollars  less  than  the  1965  total  value  of  14.1  million  dollars.  The 
total  value  of  fluorspar,  lead,  and  zinc,  as  a  group,  in  1966  was  about  2.0  per- 
cent of  the  state's  entire  mineral  value. 

The  value  in  dollars  of  each  county's  contribution  to  the  state's  to- 
tal mineral  production  for  1966  is  shown  in  the  tables  on  pages  6  to  10.   The 
tables,  which  list  the  counties  within  regions,  also  show  the  various  mineral 
commodities  produced  in  Illinois  in  order  of  importance  for  each  county. 
Illinois  regional  and  county  outlines  are  shown  by  a  map  at  the  end  of  this  re- 
port.  In  order  not  to  disclose  confidential  production  information,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  combine  the  value  of  mineral  production  of  some  counties  within  a 
region. 

In  1966  five  counties — Cook,  LaSalle,  Perry,  Franklin,  and  Fulton- 
each  produced  more  than  30  million  dollars  worth  of  minerals.   Counties  that 
produced  between  20  and  30  million  dollars  worth  of  minerals  for  the  year  in- 
clude St.  Clair,  Fayette,  Williamson,  Christian,  and  Lawrence.   In  addition,  12 
counties  reported  mineral  production  ranging  in  value  from  10  to  20  million  dol- 
lars.  Ninety-nine  of  the  102  counties  in  Illinois  reported  commercial  mineral 
production  for  1966. 

The  rank  of  Illinois  counties,  based  on  the  total  dollar  value  of  all 
minerals  produced  in  each  county  during  1966,  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  5. 
Although  each  of  the  102  counties  holds  a  specific  rank  in  the  state,  the  posi- 
tion of  some  counties  is  not  given  to  avoid  disclosing  certain  production  in- 
formation.  A  county  whose  total  dollar  value  and  state  rank  cannot  be  given 
has  been  combined  with  another  county  in  the  same  region.   The  combined  total 
mineral  production  value  for  these  counties  has  been  listed  among  the  individual 
counties  in  the  table  on  page  5.   All  counties  in  the  state  are  accounted  for 
in  this  table.
